This caused clashes 
with Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
at the time, especially when he 
used to say what he thought of 
U.N. mediation efforts in radio 
interviews. : 


If WE HAVE any insight at 
all into Rabin’s mind, it concerns 
security and foroign affairs, with 
which he has deait all his life. 
Thus In 1968 he expressed the 
view that ‘Israel must give up as 
much territory as possible for 
ag much peace as available,” and 
that Israel must rely less on its 
military power and on buffer ter- 
titories than on removing the 
cauges of Arab enmity. He spoke 
of focusing primarily on Egypt 
as the decisive force in the Arab 
world and of satisfying Egyptian 
aspirations to the extent of a 
withdrawal ta a borderline not far 
from the old international  fron- 
Wer, with a land link to Sharm 
E-Sheikh. His known disike of 
a U.N. presence as _ barrier be- 
tween Isracl and Baypt caused 
him to call for a joint Iaraeli- 
Igyptian policing force. 

He rejects any idea that Pre- 
sident Sadat will. agree to ter- 
ritorial compromises ἰῇ Sinai 
apart from gettlng rid of Gaza 
— but not to Israel. Rabin sees 
Sadet retaining a military option 
in ense he does not get his wa 
by diplomacy, and thinks — this 
explains why the [gyptian Preai- 
dent has not burned all his 
bridges to the Kremlin. 

Rabin’s associates speak of his 
“Syrian complex,” and recail how 
Eshkol rapped him for attack- 
ing the Syrian regime in 1967, 
which brought accusations that 
he had caused a critical escala- 
tion. His prime concern is to re- 
duce Soviet penetration into the 
Middle Hast which he terms ‘'the 
root of all evil." He parts com- 
pany with dovish-minded friends 
over Judea and Samaria: he op- 
poses the idea of a Palestinian 
state, fearing: tt will only be the 
cause of another all-out Arab-Is- 
rael war and prefers to maintain 
Hashemite rule there, if only be- 
eause it could help keep the ter- 
rorists from Israel's eastern bor- 
der.

TEACHER OF THE WAY 


Among the 12 recipients of the title of “Honoured Citizen” at a ceremony on Jerusalem Day was ZEV VILNAY, the writer, historian 
and geographer, best known, perhaps, as the author of Israel’s leading guide-book. Dr. Vilnay was interviewed by PHILIP GILLON. 


Tf IS A WRY TRUTH that any- 
body digring in Saudi Arabia 
finds oil, anybody digging in 
South Africa finda gold, and any- 


body di in Israel finds ar- 
chacology and history. The result 
of this lack of natural resources

DANIEL DISHON examines the 
implications of such an agreement, not only in relation to Syria, but as it might affect the behaviour of Egypt, whose leaders are 
again speaking of mere “non-belligerency” rather than of full fledged “peace” as the goal of a political settlement with Isreel.

I, for one, don't see this cor- 
respondence #8 a confrontation he- 
tween world views, Arnon needs an 
answer just as those answering him 
need an invitation to weeping. Must 
this encounter between emotions be 
decided by a majority vot, or by 
handclapping ? 


THH FAOT THAT such questions 
have been asked by many generations 
does not blunt their sting. Is there 
a@ generation that has not asked 
why the Messiah has not come — 
each according to its own view of 
the Final Redemption? ‘Or whether 
there is love in the world? Or what 
ig the purpose of life? Or what ita 
duty is? And each generation gives 
ita answers. But these questiona 
are always in place, They are an 
affirmation of Man's liberty ari 
responsibility. I don't say there is 
no danger of paralysis caused by 
losing one’s way, but this danger 
stems mote from a dulling of the 
senge that self-agonizing can lead to 
new creativity and new horizons 
and not only to disintegration. 

I categorically deny the allega- 
ton that “Slah Lohamim" (“The 
Seventh Day") was tendentiously 
edited. The recording tapes still ex- 
iat and can be checked to see 
whether what was said was accu- 
rately quoted, That the people quot- 
ed speak ag they do stems from the 
fact that at that time not every- 
body was ready to speak, Many re- 
mained asllent. There was nd way 
of recording their refusal to par- 
ticlpate in the conversetions. But 
nothing way deleted merely becausc 
{t did not suit the Hditorlal Board’s 
polley. 

I know that many people belleve, 
even today, that It is unnecessary 


to — and one mustn't — play with 
self-revelations, that thera are cer- 
tuin things thal cannot be conyey- 
ed through the written or the 
spoken word, Yes, langunge Ia ay 
much for covering up as it Is for 
revelation. 

The sensitive reader will come to 
his own conclusiong — right or 
wrohy — about what fs authentic ex- 
pression and what ig coverup, This 
is a delicate thing. But I should 
not want the criterion td be dog- 
matile adherence to a line. I hope 
that "“Shdemot" will reflect the 
whole spectrum of moods and apiri-

One thing ought, perhaps, to be 
stressed for the English reader. We 
want to create a ‘bridge to and a 
link with the Jewish experience.

I did not suggest that 811 ques- 
tioning be oaliminated, from “Shde- 
mot” or from any other area of 
our life. What I tried to suggest, 
and should have been more explicit 
about, has to do with the task of 
parents and teachers — and It ia 
as such that I see the Exlitors of 
“Shdemot," not as editors and pur- 
veyors of writing-for-writing’s-sake 
-—— in teaching their children and 
disciples how to ask questions, a 
far more important task than that 
of handing them ready-made ane- 
wera, There are times when the wis- 
est answer to a question —~ both of 
& philosophical and of a practical 
nature — is not to give the ques- 
tioner “the answer,” but to point 
out to him that he does not yet 
know the real question and to heip 
him find the question, In many mat- 
ters, the very knowing how to ask 
the question already gives the ques- 
tioner half the answer or the path 
to the full anawer — which 1a bet- 
ter than our handing him the ans- 
wer, 

Tt seems to me that many of the 
questiona asked In “Shdemot" are 
such questions — questions which 
are not well asked; questions to 
which the questonerg are, rightly, 
not satisfied with “the answers,” re- 
gardless of whether the anawerer is 
the “Shdemot” Wditorial Board, or 
Buber, Vitzhak Sadeh, ‘Klerkegaard, 
or the Bible; questions to which 
the initial answer should be in the 
spirit of: 'The matter you raise Is 
important, but let's first see whether 
you're questioning it correctly." 

This leads me to a dictum as- 
eribed to the 19th century Hasaidic 
Rabbi, Menahem Mendel of Kotsk: 
“Not everything that comes to your 
mind you must speak; not every- 
thing that you say do you have to 
write down; not everything that you 
write down do you have to print.” 
‘There are words which have onc 
quality when spoken in the family 
circle, or among friends, colleagues, 
comrades; 8 somewhat different 
quajity when circulated in a letter 
or In @ atencilied bulletin among a 
relatively small circle; and an al- 
together different quality when 
broadcast to the world in “Shde- 
mot" or “Sish Lobamim,” in Hebrew 
and then in other languages. I know 
and cherish a few Arnon Lapids 
— from 1967 as well as from 1978. 
But Arnon Lapid of Giyat Halim Thud 
and his tears lost all authentlaity 
and validity for me when “Shde- 
mot” printed hig “Enyitation to 
Weeping” as a kind of literary 
ereation, Selective publication may 
not be the guarantee of truth, but its 
judicious use is 8 sure sign of wie- 
dom and maturity,

What do these dots and dashes 
mean when, for example, under the 
sectlon headed "How It Began,” we 
have part of ἃ conversation at Gl- 
vat Hashiosha (pp.25-27), and then, 
under “The Fighting Spirit," we 
have another part of ‘the same con- 
versation (pp.36-38); and go on? 
What ja the algnificance of the 
fact that the book's opening con- 
versation (at Yifat) comes under 
the heading: "I didn’t have a qualm 
when I fired — but I was glad 
when he dodged?"

NINETEEN-SEVENTY-IFOUR has 
been declared Schoenberg Year, 
for tha composer wag born a 
hundred yorrs ago. 80 were the 
Czech violinist and composer Jo- 
sef Suk, the English composer 
Gustav Holst, and the American 
eomposer Charles Ives,; to name 
but a few. But Schoenberg, of 
course, ocevpics n special place 
among composers of all -poriods, 
and there is likely to be 1) abun- 
dance of performances of his 
works during this centenary fy

the musical developments of the 
20th century, Schoenberg's music 
dovs not get many public per- 
formances In general programmes, 
and consequently, the public is 
Not acquainted with his writing.
